RUMANIAN 
FASCIST GANGS 
BROKEN UP 


Dissolution of. Secret 
Bands Ordered 
by Cabinet 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, March 
2—The Cabinet today replied to 
the provocative activities of Nazi 
agents by a series of strong meas- 
ures to break up the fascist groups. 

The Government, headed by 

Premier George Tatarescu and sec- 
onded by King Carol, took steps to 
close all universities, hotbeds of fas- 
cist activity, to expel students who 
are members of fascist political or- 
ganizations, and to dissolve secret 
fascist societies. 
Meanwhile 30 fascists were held 
at Jassy following an attack yes- 
terday on Dr. J. Trajan Bratu, rec- 
tor of Jassy University, who was 
critically wounded by three fascists 
armed with daggers. 

The Jew-baiting fascist Iron 
Guard was charged with responsi- 
‘bility for the outrage. Bratu is a 
member of the National Peasant 
Party, which is strongly opposed to 
Rumanian Nazi and fascist organi- 
zations. 


MINISTER RECALLED 


Today's Cabinet action was a 
sequel to a decision by King Carol 
to end what he considered provo- 
cation by Fascist, anti-Gemite or- 
ganizations. One result of his de- 
cision was the elimination ten days 
ago of Ion Duca as Minister of In- 
terior. Premier George Tatarescu 
himself assumed the post. 

Also the Government recalled its 
Minister to Spain because he sent 
a wreath to be put on the ooffins 
of two “Iron Guard” men killed 
while fighitng for the Spanish fas- 
cists. It is believed that the Ger- 
man and Italian ministers here may 
go on “vacations” because they at- 
tended the funeral of the “Iron 
Guard” men when the bodies 
returned to Rumania.

removed from WPA jobs under pro- 


visions of the Social Security Act 


which grants aid to women with de- 
pendent children under 38 years of 
age. The dole under this arrange- 
ment amounts to $18 per month for 
one child and an additional $12 per 
month for each additional one, This 
low standard amounts to a terrific 
cut from the $85 to $94 per month 
WPA wages, and is far below even 
the relief budget. 

It is believed these are the first 
lay-offs in the country under this

Gaining 
A Powerful Ally 


That “passport for employment” — the 
government fink book—has been getting a 
good shellacking in Washington. 


The union Maritime workers have let the 


Congress know what this measure entails. 
What they have said can be expressed in a 
sentence: “The government fink book law 
is a national blacklisting system, under 
which the government is doing the dirty 
work for the big shipping companies.” 

From the House, Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheri€s, the maritime workers 
have not received the best of hearings on the 
Sirovich resolution to suspend the fink book 
law. Representative Schuyler Bland, com- 
mittee chairman, has growh aged in the ser- 
vice of the shipping companies. He has 
shown hostility to the Sirovich resolution. 

That was to be expected. To offset it, 
the maritime workers have won a powerful 
ally who will count more in the long run 
than a dozen Congressmen—servitors of the 
shipping corporations. He is John L. Lewis, 
chairman of the Committee for Industrial 
Organization. 

In his letter on the question which was 
presented to the committee, Lewis put the 
cards squarely on the table. The fink book 
is designed, he says, to introduce.“an un- 
American system of regimenting workers.“ 
It is further intended as a blacklisting meas- 
ure. Organized labor will oppose it to the 
limit, he declares. 

This entry of Lewis into the fight against 
the fink book is of great aid to the mari- 
time workers. It signifies that the C. I. O. 
is deeply interested in the war against 
slavery at sea. It serves, also, as a public 
rebuke to the labor fakers of the Scharren- 
berg school, who have been publicly support- 
ing this shameful measure. 

Will Lewis’ move stimulate William Green 
to abandon his do-nothing policy and come 
out against this blacklisting proposal? 

Whether it does or not, the statement 
by the chairman of the C. I. O. will hearten 
the maritime workers in their struggle 
against this pernicious measure. It can 
also hearten trade unionists in other oecupa- 
tions to strike home for the men of the sea. 

They can do this by writing Congressman 
Bland and their own Senators and Repre- 
séntatives, advising them that the Sirovich 
resolution is one that the American work- 
ing people expect to be adopted by this 
Congress. | 
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Bishops Who Speak 
For the Open-Shoppers 


An extraordinary situation exists in New 
York State. ' ’ 

The proposed Child Labor Amendment 
has already been passed by the State Senate 
by a vote of 38 to 12. 


A poll of public opinion shows the people 


of the State more than 85 per cent in favor 
of the Amendment to outlaw the crime of 


children working in sweatshops. 

Governor Lehman and President Roose- 
velt, as well as Mayor LaGuardia, and.a 
host of progressive delegations from politi- 
cal, civic and labor . bodies, have all de- 
manded the passage of the Amendment. 

And yet the State Assemblymen are 
afraid to act favorably on this elementary 
progressive measure! At least 76 votes are 
necessary for its adoption, and only 62 have 
dared to state publicly that they will sup- 
port it. ’ 

No one is making any bones about the 
cause of this situation, where the expressed 
will of the majority of the people is being 
thwarted. It is obvious that the bitter fight 
which the Catholic Bishops, led by Cardinal 
Hayes, are waging’ in defense of child labor, 
is the main factor holding up the passage 
of the Amendment. 

But for whom does the upper Catholic 
hierarchy in New York speak? It certainly 
does not speak for Catholic opinion in gen- 
eral since such leading Catholics as Msgr. 
John A. Ryan, of the Catholic University, 
Mr. .Frank P. Walsh, of the Catholic Com- 
mittee for the Ratification of the Child La- 
bor Amendment, and many others are out- 


spoken in favor of the Amendment. 


The New York Bishops and Cardinal 
Hayeseare speaking in the interests of the 
selfish, cruel exploiters of children.
